Renewed Hope 

AF ALL THE problems attendant to the search 
v - / for a peaceful solution to the Middle East crisis, 
those involving the eventual disposition of the Israeli- 
occupied territory of the West Bank of the Jordan 
River are by far the most difficult to overcome. 

Prior to 1948 the West Bank was part of 
Palestine under the British mandate. When Israel was 
granted its independence in that year, Transjordan 
moved quickly to annex the hill country of centra] 
Palestine (which includes the West Bank) and rename 
itself Jordan. Until conquered by the Israeli army 
during the 1967 six-day war, the area remained under 
the Hashemite Kingdom’s rale. 

The loss of the West Bank was a severe Mow to 
Jordan, not only because it was the most fertile land 
in the whole kingdom but because some 600,000 
Jordanian Arabs remained, and still remain, in the 
occupied territory. 

Israel, however, is no happier than Jordan over the 
p r e sen t situation. Her military leaders are adamant in 
their view that Israel's eastern flank can only be 
secure if her defence line reaches into the West Bank 
and along the Jordan River, but her political leaders 
are anything but desirous of accepting political 
responsibility for the Jordanian Arabs still living in 
the disputed wedge of land. 

This West Bank demographic fact has been enough 
to persuade most responsible Israelis to reject any 
thought of total annexation erf the territory. If the 
West Bank and its inhabitants were to be taken over as 
an Israeli province, the Jewish state would either be 
obliged to grant the Arabs there full citizenship 
rights—which could lead to Arab Israelis eventually 
outnumbering Jewish Israelis—or treating them as a 
separate group under some system of apartheid, a 
policy repugnant to most Israelis. 

Among the many plans for the ultimate 
settlement of the West Bank question studied by the 
Israeli government over the past year was the one 
recently attributed to King Hussein—but since denied 
by his palace spokesman — that the area be created 
into an autonomous Arab state. 

Though many of the Jewish leaders agree that such 
s scheme has considerable merit, it was finally 
abandoned by them on the basis that if it were put 
forward by the Israeli government as a feasible idea, 
Arab countries would simply refuse to accept it on 
principle. 

Though the Israeli gover nm ent has made it dear 
that it does not completely reject the suggestion, it 
believes that it would only be workable if It had toe 
support of Jordan and toe acquiescence of the Arab 
world generally. 

Despite the present confusion as to what King 
Hussien said or did not say regarding the establish¬ 
ment of a new Palestinian state in the West Bank 
area, the plan is now in the open and could lead toe 
way to renewed discussions—and hope. 
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What the North Is Seeking 
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Land Price Restraint 


P iOSE WHO WOULD seek to prevent the con¬ 
tinued rise in the cost of land by taxing the in¬ 
crease between one sale and the next would do well to 
consider the British experience as related by a visiting 
lecturer at the University of British Columbia. The 
British government, said Prof. D. R. Denman of 
Cambridge, not only failed to restrain land prices by 
this method, but the system had the opposite effect 
On the theory that unearned profits on land are 
created by the community and not the landowner, and 
should be returned to the community, the government 
imposed a “betterment levy” of 40 per cent of the 
increment assessed as having been generated by the 
community. But, said the professor, the result had 
been only to add the levy to the asking price of the 
land. 

In fact, the lecturer said, there was no equitable 
way of keeping down land prices, and for this reason 
among others Canadians in the cities would have to 
overcome their desire for single-family housing. 

This is more easily suggested than done. But 
perhaps Prof. Denman was not entirely correct about 
the total lade of an equitable restraint on the cost of 
property for building. 

The land-bank concept cannot yield its fruits 
overnight, nor indeed is it much more than an idea yet 
in British Columbia. But if municipal and provincial 
governments acquire large tracts of undeveloped land 
now, and some years hence offer building lots for sale 
at not much more than today's prices phis the cost of 
Installing services, this certainly holds promise of 
having a restraining effect on the private market.

Portugal’s Intellectuals 
Impatient for Freedom

Not quite three months 
since the new regime took 
over from the stricken Dr. 
Antonio de Olivers Salazar, 
Portugal’s intellectuals con¬ 
tinue to hope that a new day 
may be dawning for their 
country. 

So far it is mostly a hope 
but enough have the courage 
to suggest that Premier Mar- 
celo Gaetano cautiously is 
attempting to relax the 38 
years of iron rule that charac¬ 
terized the Salazar regime. 


Socialists Make Move 
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The educational rights of 
English-speaking Protestants 
were thus indirectly enshrined 
in the constitution and in the 
last 40 years or so an English- 
Catholic system has evolved. 

In che opinion of LatHfer La- 
Bierre, director of French 
Canada Studies at McGill 
University, this came about 
because the Roman Catholic 
church was “not prepared to 
turn the English Catholics 
over to file Protestant 
system.” But the provincial 
government has largely taken 
over education in the 1980s.

Costa e SHva shut dawn congress and 
assumed most powers after congress defied 
the government and refused to permit the 
trying of a congressman accused at insulting 
the army. 

Actually Brazil has never recovered from 
the resignation of president Janto Quadrnn in 
1961. Hk resignation was never satisfactorily 
explained. He got the largest vote margin of 
victory in Brazilian history.

The nation's financial situation became 
critical. The price of living doubted in less 
than a year and the governmen t had to print 
a new unit of money worth 5,000 cruzeiros so 
drastically did the value of the nation's 
currency decline. 

Thousands at persons including not only 
private citizens but cabinet members and 
provincial officials were jailed. 

On April 11, 1964, congress elected as 
president Humbero CasteBo Branco, a retired 
army marshal and an outspoken anti¬ 
communist. He pressed on with what he saw 
as his primary task- — “cleaning the nation” 
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But the sniping of same congressmen, the 
press freedom that allowed questioning of 
authority and satiriaal anti-military plays 
irritated the military hartfliners who stood 
behind Coasta e Silva. 

A liberal movement built up among 
churchmen in the largest Roman Catholic 
nation in the world. Priests clamored for 
more freedom for labor u toons and against 
what they said were social injustices. Student 
disorders erupted In some universities 

The situation was worsened by groups who 
bombed banks to finance resistance opera- 
toms. It became harder and hander tor Costa 
e Silva to hold back the militarists. 

Finally last Thursday congress retosed to 
allow the government to try a congressman 
who the military charged insulted the army 
by cadtir^ for a boycott pf Armed Forces 
Day. 

The hardline generals and admirals seized 
on the situation to force Cwta e Silva to 
leave the constitution by the wayside.

Victoria Fish and Game members Monday night turned 
down support of a Nanaimo club resolution that antierieoa deer 
sh Kiting be banned south of the Albert*-Pa He avifle highway by 
a scant two votes, 40-38. 

But members supported an alternative proposal, 53-20, that 
certain test areas be closed to antlerless shooting as research 
areas. Those strongly for the bigger closure voted against the 
amendment. 

Brian Roberts, who proposed the test areas, suggested 
Gordon River l-ggHig claims as an ideal resnrdi area wifi the 
adjoining Caycuse area to be left open to antlerless shooting 
and used as a comparison area. 

He explained that both areas are of similar size, are gated 
and have similar logging operations.

But, vociferous as Island hunters are about their rfahra 
that shooting of does and towns is responsible for a decline In 
deer populations (biologists claim there is no decline, just a 
shift of population areas because <rf changing habitat), the 
Island hunters don't seem to practice what they preach. 

Game checks in ah areas of Vancouver Island show that 
hunters in each area shot more does and fawns this year rfian 
they did bucks. 

In Victoria it was 55 bucks through the game check, 
compared to 99 antlerteon deer; in Cbwachan. 125 bucks to 203 
antleriess: in Chematous. 36 bucks to 124 antleriess: in 
Northwest Bay, 57 bucks in 85 antleriess: Ash River, 62 buries 
to 81 antleriess; in Wolf Lake, 142 bucks to 161 antleriess; 
Campbell River, 631 bucks to 691 antleriess. 

It would seem to this writer, who toinks that maybe too 
many antieriess deer are being harvested, especiafly the young 
fawns that aren't worth taking anyway, that It is time for the 
hunters to do something about putting their own hewse In order. 

They don’t need to shoot antleriess deer, just because it is 
legal. 

A fisherman who is a sportsman wouton’t think of taking a 
black nknoo or iteehead. Some do, but most return them to 
the water. 

Why not a We Don’t Hunt Does CJub with an educational 
program to persuade other hunters it isn't sporting to Knot 
antleriess deer? It wouldn’t *top all the killing of antleriess 
animals, but it could stop enough to turn the tide in favor of 
better reproduction.

The twin-engine Tracker sub¬ 
marine patrol plane that belly- 1 
landed on a foam-covered run-!

MONTREAL (CP) — David 
Anderson. Liberal member of 
Parliament for the British Co¬ 
lumbia riding of Esquimalt- 
Saanich. said Tuesday there is 
widely-held opinion in Western 
Canada that it is the one area of 
the country that can afford “to 
go it atone.” 

Anderson told a Montreal 
service club he dues not see any 
militant separatist philosophy 
or movement developing'’ which 
might parallel separatist politi¬ 
cal movements in Quebec.

"But what I do see developing 
is an attitude or frame of mind 
unong reasonable and rational 
people that the price the West 
pays for Confederation is steep 
indeed.” he Said 

People in Western Canada 
were convinced of the truth of 
B.C. Premier W. A. C. Ben¬ 
nett's statement “that the feder¬ 
al government lakes $3 of taxes 
from British Columbia for every 
dollar spent in the province.” 

Anderson said he is not con¬ 
vinced. but whether it was right 
or wrong, it is "commonly be¬ 
lieved that we in the West pay 
much more than we get in re¬ 
turn."
